Change Of Column Order 
It is possible to change the column order. For example, V column 
presently exists between the name column and the source coliunn, 
wherein it can be moved one block right therefrom. 

1. First, the pointer is moved to match the column regarding the column 
title of the track display (name. V, source, etc.). When the pointer is 
displayed as a horizontal arrow symbol having arrows in both ends, the 
mouse is dragged so as to move the column to the destination of the 
pointer. 

2. Please locate the pointer at the center of the title of the V column. When 
it is located at the right position, the pointer is changed to the horizontal 
arrow symbol having arrows in both ends, as follows: 

3. When the mouse is dragged in the right direction while the left button 
thereof is pressed, the column as a whole is moved in the right direction 
as shown in the following drawing. 
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
